Range 111 east of the .Ird principal 
meridian, ami comprises aibout 3(» 
■ifpiare miles. The school township 
rarely coincides with the political 
township, and the .school town-hip 
liiay. and ire(|ULMitly does, embrace 
territory in two counties. 

The local board trustees are Otto S. 
Klass, D. H.lMinto ami Hcrt lulwards. 
George H. Uartlett is the town treas- 
urer, to which po<t he has been reg- 
nrlarly appointed hy the trustees for 
the last IS years. 

Klass's term expires this year, and 
he is a candidate for re-election. 
Gets New L«w Enacted 

The local hoard of trustees, together 
with Treasurer liartlett. are credited 
with citing an inequity in school law 
regarding the payment of expenses in- 
curred in administering the affairs of 
the treasurer and trustees, and rec- 
jomniending a change which was en- 
acted into law by tlie General .Assem- 
bly of Illinois in 1W9. 

Previous to that date it is believed 
:]iat no other high school district in 
:he slate except Antioch High 
had paid its proportionate share 
of the cost of administering the school 
funds — the ex,pense being borne en- 
tirely by the grade school districts. 
Antioch High school was the sole ex- 
ception lo this statewide practice. 
•Since the ennctment of the new statute 
all high schools are re(|uired to pay 
their proportionate part of this ex- 
pense, 'based on the amount of taxable 
property in the district.

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Boring from Within 



"Boring from within" is an old radical techmque. The 
^borers" attempt to destroy a government, an mdus ry or 
an institution on a piecemeal basis. They move s owly. 
and avoid the real issue. They use aU possible camou- 
flage. They join or desert other groups as opportunism 
dictates. They make every effort to keep the pubhc 
confused and at .ea. And finally, if the bonng tech- 
nique succeeds, the public wakes up one fine d=y.^"bs 
its eyes in amazement, and discovers too late the havoc 
■wrouRht by the destruction. ... 

The present soculistic attack on the electr.c mdus- 
,ry provides a case in point. It is never called soc.ahsm 
;; its attackers-instead they "-..."-"""^T^'.^t^"/ 
phrases in which the magic words '■hberahsm and de 
mocracy" frequently appear. They attempt to allay the 
public's fears by arguing that destruction and absorp- 
tion by government of the private ut.hfes only affects a 
few "big fellows" and doesn't have anything to do wuh 

the "little fellow." , • t. m-,„ he 

That last argument is due for anal>-s.s. It may be 
true that comparatively few "little fellows" are directly 
affected when a private electric utility is forced out of 
business. But the "boring from within" technique does 
^o stop there. When the government builds generating 
stations and transmission lines, the next s-'^P '^ f"-™; 
jrent acquisition of local distributing lines. At this point 
Se oca? electrician may find himself in competition with 
gove^ment in connecting houses and places o busines 
,0 the power lines. After the wtring is in, the pohtical 
uige is for the government to sell power appliances- 
thus competing with the private appliance dealer. Does 
that sound far-fetched? Well, wait unul tax-e.xempt. tax- 
subsidised government hits your business and you will 
think il a mild statement. 

The poim to be remembered is that no country can 
exist or prosper half socialized and half free.

"Inventive Security" 

Suddenly one day during the World War. the Ger- 
man troops on the Western Front were faced w>Jh an 
lawe-inspiring sight. Big ungainly objects armored hke 
oversized armadiUoes were trundling towards their 
trenches. The troops fired at the strange creatures but 
without effect. They could do nothinR save beat a hur- 
ried retreat. 

Those strange armored beings were, of course, the 
arst British tanks-ihe first tanks, indeed, used m mod- 
ern warfare. They were a "surprise weapon, effecting 
a dcci.5.:ve change in the course and temper of military 
events. It is only by producing such surprises that the 
defenses of any nation in this troubled worid can be se- 
curely maintained. 

In this light, it is certainly cheering to know that the 
United States is making due allowance for this factor 
at a time when the other phases of national defense are 
coming in for deuiled consideration. The government 
some time ago established a National Inventors Coiin- 
cil headed by Charics F. Kettering, worid-famous in- 
ventor in his own right, the man who conceived the self- 
starter for the automobile, and today President of Gen- 
eral Motors Research Corporation. 

Mr Kettering and his associates will examme thous- 
ands of ideas conceived by small inventors and large 
research laboratories which might be of value to the de- 
fense program. Undoubtedly, most of the ideas wont be 
particularly useful. But buried among them will bea 
few of the "surprise weapons" that can prove so decis- 
ively important . 

We can be sure that many of these inventions will 
be valuable because the United States, more than any 
other coumry. has proved itself an "inventor's land. 
Here the men who create new ideas are protected by a 
patent system that is a model for the rest of the world. 
Here they have the industrial backing to develop the 
new thoughts they conceive. Men like Dr. Kettermg 
are exemplars of that truth; others are contmumg to 
prove it at the present time.

JESUS CONDEMNED AND 
CRUCIFIED 

' LESSON TEXT— Luke 23: 13-25. 32Ma.

Two nights stand out in the story 
of the life of Christ, and therefore in 
the history of the world. The first 
was His first night on earth— that 
"silent niyht, holy night" of which 
wc sing at Christmas, when He was 
born as the babe of Bethlehem. The 
other was His last night on earth. 
Except for the precious hour of fel- 
lowship in the upper room and His 
communion with the Father in the 
agony of Gctjisemano, it was a night 
of darkness, denial, and betrayal. 

There were six trials— or mock 
trials— of Jesus, three religious ones 
before Annas, then Caiaphas, and 
tlien again before the Sanhedrin; 
three political trials, before Pilalo, 
then Herod, and Pilate again. At 
the close of this last trial before 
Pilate Jesus stands 

I. Cleared by the Evidence (vv. 
13-17). 

At the first trial before him Pilate 
had declared on the basis of his ex- 
amination that Jesus was "Not 
guilty" (v. 4). Herod, to whom He 
had been sent, had only played with 
Him (vv. 8-11). What a trnvcslyl 
Now Pilate again presents Him to 
the people as having "no fault." It 
is a striking truth that no man of 
any age has ever been able honestly 
to point to any fault in the life or 
character of Jesus Christ. Think 
that over— unbeliever! 

Now came Pilate's first step in 
the wrong direction. An accused 
man without guilt should be de- 
clared innocent and released. But 
Pilate feared the Jews who had al- 
ready made trouble for him with 
Caesar. So he compromised and 
said he would chastise Jesus before 
releasing Him. John Morely was 
right when he said, "Under some 
circumstances compromise is the 
most immoral word in the English 
language." It gained Pilate nothing; 
in fact, it led to his next step down- 
ward. 

II. Condemned Through Coward* 
Ice (vv. 18-25), 

To avoid a disturbance and to keep 
the leaders from complaining to 
Cocsar, Pilale gave Jesus into their 
hands with the "Eontencc that it 
should be as they required" (v. 21) 
when they cried "Crucify Him!" 

Pilate was in a dinicuU place, tut 
that docs not excuse him. It is in 
the hard and trying place that a 
man should stand for the right, 
come what may. Too many of those 
who profess to follow Christ are 
afraid to stand up for Him in the 
hour when men deny Him. Some 
unbelievers are fearful about declar- 
ing their allegiance to Him, because 
they fear the opposition of men. 

Where is our courage, our manli- 
ness? Have we lost the moral stam- 
ina of our pioneer forefathers, the 
religious conviction of our Christian 
fathers and mothers? Pilate was a 
coward, and we are ashamed of 
him. Let us not be cowardly and 
make Christ ashamed of us (read 
Matt. 10:32, ;i3). 

III. Crucified with Malefactors 
(vv. 32-31a). 

The details of and circumstances 
surrounding the crucifixion are of 
deep interest to every Christian. 
We stand with Luther and weep as 
we sue Christ's unspeakable agony, 
not only of body but of spirit, and 
we cry as did Luther, "For me, 
for me!" How can any believer con- 
template the cross and witlihold self, 
substance, or service from Christ? 

Equally earnest and heart-scarcli- 
ing is the message of the cross to 
the unbeliever. He knows he is a 
sinner (Rom. 3:23), ho knows that 
"the wages of sin is death" (Rom. 
C:23), and he knows that "neither 
is there salvation in any other, for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved" (Acts 4:12). 
Here at the cross he meets that one 
"who his own self bare our sins in 
his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed" (I Pet. 2:24). 

There were two malefactors who 
were crucified with Him (v. 32), and 
one railed at Him. The other said, 
"Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom"; and Je- 
sus said to him, "Today thou shalt 
be with mo in paradise" (Luke 23:3U- 
43). Unbeliever, will you not just 
now take the eternal life which Je- 
sus died to make possible for you? 

Loving His enemies to the last, 
our Lord prayed for the forgiveness 
of those who thus despitefully used 
Him. What matchless tf'Jice! One 
wonders how many of them by re- 
pentance for their deeds made it 
possible for that prayer to be an- 
swered. That door of redemption 
stands open . today for every one 
who up to now lias crucified the Son 
of God afresh (Heb. 6:6) by sin and 
unbelief. 



"If /TANY n weiik iind weary one has

mankind lo cast out fear, doubt, and 
sin, and to utilize the truth that 
makes one free. 

It was his understanding of God as 
Spirit and of the spiritual nature of 
man that gave ClirisI Jesus iloniiniun 
over sin, di.sease, and death. His eun- 
seiuus unity with Oud made him the 
Exemplar for all thiie. Circumstances 
could form no obstacles lo his right- 
eous activity. lie walked on the water, 
fed the niullilude, healed the sick» 
and rui.scd the dead. II wiis no ma- 
terial .sense of aulhurity Ihiit enabled 
him to east out the devils of unbe- 
lief, hatred, and fear. The good he 
understood and embodied consti- 
tuted his spiritual strength. . . . 

An important step If one would 
demonstrate strengtii is to realize 
that life, truth, and intelligence are 
not in matter. Man is the ima^^e and 
likeness «f his .Maker; he is spiritual, 
not nuilerial, and strength Is a qnul- 
ity of Spirit, nut a condition of mat- 
ter. 

Weakness, weariness, fatigue, and 
sin are liiM-assing pictures, drawn by 
inorhil mind, but Ihese are not a nec- 
essary piirt of human e.\pericnce. 
They persist in their claim lo power, 
and would deceive and enslave hu- 
manity. Unly the mighty power of 
Trulii can end Iheir tyranny. Spirit- 
ual understanding reveals man un- 
fettered by enslaving beliefs — up- 
right, pure, and free. The daily task 
is done with energy and freedom 
when wc claim spiritual strength as 
our divine right. Fatigue is no more 
necessary in human experience than 
is sin; and bolh sin and fatigue are 
overcome by the humble acknuwi- 
cdgiiient and conlldcnl claiming of 
the real nian'.s inherent purity, 
strength, and rrcednm. 

No one need lack spiritual 
strength. The Bible Is filled with ex- 
amples, exhortations, and promises 
(hut furnish daily sustenance. . . . 

We need a better understanding of 
man. Tlie weak, weary mortal whom 
we see bowed down with responsi- 
bility, fear, foreboding, and discour- 
agement is not the real man. . . . 

Man is spiritual, and for that rea- 
son he cannot be tired or weak. The 
image of Love is never tired, never 
under a strain, never overworked. 
Worry, fear, and a false sense of 
responsibility do not belong to man. 
Man is not separate from God. . . . 

Like Jl'sus, we need to be deter- 
mined to do God's will under every 
circumstance, in order that we may 
derive from God the ever-present 
quality of spiritual strenglli. We can 
be railhfui in our consecrated ell'url 
to reflect iiod in every thought and 
deed. Wc should resolve calmly to 
use the enert:ies of Truth in all our 
aclivilies. Wlien we strive to follow 
the example oT our Master, we gain 
clearer views of Life, Truth, and 
Love. 

The genuine .strength of individu- 
als, groups, or natittns is in exact 
proportion to their exercise of spir- 
itual power. Power is not in anus, 
in lands, or in money. ICach indi- 
vidual mal:es a real conlribulion to 
world progress when he puriMes liis 
own thought and claims idmndant 
spiritual strength for man. Only 
spiritual strength can uveiToiiiL' the 
aggressive elements of thou lit tlial 
are aliroad in the world, today. 
Green, pride, lear, anti tyranny are 
hiunuri wuj'knesses. Obedience to the 
lav; of tiufl i-iiNures g- nuine strength. 
The Senptmes say (Isaiah 40:31 (, 
"*l iiey lliat wiiit u|)<ni the I-onl shall 
renew their strength; tliey shall 
nitiuiit up with \yings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; niiu 
lliey .snail v.-:ilk, and ant laint."

BRITISH: 
Aid Into Law 

Under the eyes of watchful pho- 
tographers, President Roosevelt 
wielded six pens, made the British 
aid bill, called by its opponents the 
lend-spend-give bill, and then turned 
in his chair and told newsmen he 
would ask for $7,000,000,000 as the 
initial appropriation under the 
measure. 

While this announcement struck 
with bomb-shell force as the great- 
est American peace-time appropria- 
tion request in history, the congress 
apparently was willing to go ahead 
and match the President's desire for 
speed with some action of its oVrTi. 

This was evident when the bill re- 
turned from senate to house with an 
even dozen amendments attached. 
Representative Martin of Massachu- 
setts, minority leader, jumped to his 
feet, pleaded for unity and for ac- 
tion, and received a most unusual 
tribute from his colleagues. 

He received what is known as a 
standing ovation from the entire 
house. The lower branch of the 
congress responded to this brief talk 
by voting 317 to 71 to accept the 
changes put in by the upper house. 
Then Vice President Wallace and 
Speaker Sam Rayburn put their 
penned signatures to the printed 
measure and off it went to the Pres- 
ident. 

Hardly had it become taw and 
within an hour after the President 
had asked for the seven billions, 
statisticians were busy trying to tell 
the public what this amount meant 
in purchased gooda and services. 

C3ne of these put it this way— it 
would equal a strip of $10 bills 
reaching 2\^ times around the 
world ; it would buy 120 Empire 
State buildings at 50 million each; 
or it would build 115 Triborough 
bridges at $60,000,000; or 120 dread- 
naughts at $50,000,000; or 2,350 sub- 
marines, 2,090,000 light tanks; 28,- 
000 four-motor bombers; also would 
pay the entire cost of public educa- 
tion in the U. S. for three years, or 
provide a $50 U. S. bond for every 
man, woman and §hild. 

Thus given a visual picture of 
what the sum meant, it was figured 
that the first job would be for the 
President to provide for England 
as much as possible under the law of 
the existing military and naval 
equipment, up to the $1,300,000,000 
;limit set in the bill. " 

It was pointed out that this 
amount would come out of, the, seven 
billion total, for as soon ds $500,000,- 
000, say, of aid hati been sent from 
existing equipment, the army or 
navy would be reimbursed that 
amount, and would then be able to 
purchase replacements. 

The rest of the $7,000,000,000 will 
go into purchase contracts for even- 
tual aid to Britain, Greece or other 
nations which are opposing Nazi ag- 
gression. These contractual obliga-^ 
tions must be on the* dotted line by 
1943, but can be carried out through 
1946. 

LONDON: 
Hit Hard 

•Terrific series of d^r attacks on 
England, especially on London, plus 
tremendous losses at sea brought 
forth the frank statement In com- 
mons that the spring blitz promised 
by Hitler was now fully under way. 

Government leaders expressed 
confidence in the outcome, balanc- 
ing against ship losses unannounced 
land untotaled damage inflicted on 



German naval and undersea 
strength, not to mention loss of 
planes. 

More than 6,000 Italian and Nazi 
aircraft have been downed, with a 
loss of about 2,200 British airplanes, 
the air ministry said, since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

This, it was claimed, Is a sig- 
nificant and Important inroad into 
the first-line strength of both air 
armadas, but a more severe blow 
to the Italians, with about 1,500 
planes downed, than to Germany, 
with about 4,500 put out of action. 

The naval chiefs in London empha- 
sized the British need of ships, par- 
ticularly naval vessels, paid a glow- 
ing tribute to the work of the 50 
former U. S. destroyers obtained in 
swaps for bases, and one authority 
said: 

"We have enough trained men to 
man the entire U. S. navy, if it could 
be turned over to us." 

Not that he meant, he said, that 
the navy should be turned over, but 
he pointed the manpower that Brit- 
ain has trained, as compared with 
the available ships. 

As to the efTccts of air raids on 
London and other British cities, the 
loss of life again was becoming 
heavy. Guardedly it was disclosed 
that Buckingham palace again had 
been struck. Portsmouth was a 
special attack object, and there was 
heavy loss of life there. 

STRIKES: 

Grow Apace 

As labor troubles multiplied in the 
United States, in defense and non- 
defense projects, including the huge 
bus drivers' walkout in New York, 
it was reported that William S. 
fCnudsen finally has been driven to 
considering the "draft industry" 
provision, in the powers of his of- 
fice as production manager to end 
the Allis-Chalmcrs affair, among 
others. 

Increasing concern was shown by 
production chiefs in the national de- 
fense when figures showed a 27 per 
cent increase in strikes during the 
past 30 days. This gave a disquiet- 
ing tone to the situation over and be- 
yond any single disturbance. or group 
of troubles. 

Some of the danger spots were 
in the Midwest, some in the East. 
The Allis-Chalmcrs strike was past 
a month and a half and still dead- 
locked when Miss Perkins sent John 
R. Steelman, head of the concilia- 
tion service, personally to direct a 
last-minute eftort to end the trouble 
before invoking the "draft" of^indus- 
try, which would take over the plant, 
thus instantly outlawing the strike. 

Several plants of the International 
Harvester company were down be- 
cause of strikes, the vital coal and 
stool industries were In the midst 
of threatening conferences between 
worker and employer, the Brill plant 
in Philadelphia was down, holding 
up a big ammnition order for shell 
casings; there was an auto strike 
in Oakland. 

Statistical review of the situation 
was headache enough for produc- 
tion chiefs, the number of strikes in 
Janary as compared with Decem- 
ber being 220 as against 160, and 
"he 220 i)ocame more ominous 
wlien It was shown that the five-year 
average for January was only 170 
and for December only 126. 

Total man-days lost in January to- 
taled 625,000 as against 400,000 lost 
in December, and here the figures 
on past years was more favorable, 
as the five-year average of man- 
days lost in January was 1.012,005.

TURKEY: 
Scene of Bombing 

Dramatic was the entrance of for- 
mer Bulgarian ambassador from 
EngUnd, George W. Rendel, Into 
Turkey after his flight from Sofia. 

Rendel and his staff walked into 
the lobby of the Pera Palace hotel. 
There was a flash, a roar, and the 
cries of wounded and dying. The 
smoke cleared away to find Rendel 
still unhurt, several members of his 
staff wounded, and two men killed, 
one of them a Turkish secret serv- 
ice man assigned to guard the am- 
bassador. Twenty-three, in all, were 
wounded by the blast, which badly 
wrecked the room in which the 
crowd was gathered. 

But, as in the Munich bombing 
which Hitler escaped, the chief tar- 
get of the Turkish bomb, Mr. Ren- 
del, was unscratched. His aides said 
there was no doubt that it was a 
deliberate attempt at assassination, 
and its occurrence at the very time 
when Turkey was debating its posi- 
tion in the expected forthcoming in- 
vasion of Greece by the Nazis, 
served further to entrench Istanbul 
on the front pages of the press. 

Rendcl's attractive daughter, 20, 
who was standing near the blast in 
the hotel lobby, told the story in a 
few words when she said: "As far 
as I could tell, the fioor just flew 
up." She is a calm soul, having 
driven her father through the streets 
of Sofia during the German occupa- 
tion in an automobile flying the Brit- 
ish flag. 

It was later revealed that an at- 
tempt was made to blow up the train 
on which Rendol and his party were 
traveling to Istanbul. This was prov- 
en when it was found that the hand- 
bags which contained the explosive 
had traveled on the train with the 
Rendel party, but failed to go off. 

The Nazis denied that the bombs 
had been planted on the train, say- 
ing the Rendel baggage had been 
loaded under the eyes of scores of 
Gestapo agents. However. British 



sources later replied that another j 
unexploded bomb had been found in 
baggage unloaded from the train. 

JAPAN: 

Peace Move 

Whether it was under the frown- 
ing menace of Axis guns, both in 
the West and in the Far East, or 
whether it was sincere, but note- 
worthy, at any rate, was the state- 
ment issued by the Indo-Chinese 
(French) government following the 
ratification of the peace treaty with 
Thailand (Siam). 

In this peace treaty Japan was 
the peacemaker and mediator. Back 
of her mediation efforts, however, 
was a huge fieet which was moved 
into waters ofT French Indo-Chlna 
during the height of the Thailand- 
Indo Chinese war. 

Reports from Saigon, when the 
peace was finally terminated, giving 
Thailand huge slices of Indo-Chinese 
territory along the borders, were 
that the peace was more satisfac- 
tory than the French government 
had hoped for. 

It was stated that in Saigon it 
was expected that even larger ces- 
sions of territory would have had to 
have been made if Japan had not 
intervened. 

Immediately Foreign Minister 
Matsuoka announced that he would 
shatter Japanese precedents by tak- 
ing a trip to Europe to confer with 
his Axis partners. 

Von Wiegand, writing from Shang- 
hai, saw in this project a chance 
thai Japan would seek Axis, par- 
ticularly Nazi mediation in an effort 
to end the Japanese-Chinese war. 

FBI: 

Cracks Down 

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents wont to New York and ar- 
rested two men. Dr. Manfred Zapp 
and Guenther Tonn, his assistant, 
under the law which requires agents 
of foreign governments to register. 

The result was that, after a pre- 
liminary hearing, Zapp and Guen- 
ther were released on $5,000 ball 
each for the court trial. The inves- 
tigation had revealed that they were 
representatives of the Nazi news 
agency, Transocean News Service
